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TRUANT TROUT. 


Curious Facta About Fish—The Tongh- 
ness of Troute-Have Fish a Sixth 
Sepse ?--A Very Interesting Letter. 


B. B. Redding, one of the fish com- 
missioners of California, and a promi- 
nent member of the San Francisco 
Academy of Sciences, writes to the 
Chicago Field as follows: 

At the base of Mount Shasta, on 
the Sacramento river, near its source, 
George Campbell has a hotel, which 1s‘ 
a place of resort for hunters of bears 
and deer, and for fishermen of salmon 
and trout. The hunting and fishing 
are good in all this region. His hotel 
is also famed for the spring of soda 
water near it. The water of this) 
spring is among the coldest and most 
palatable in the state. To keep up 
the supply of trout in the river in the 
vicinity of the hotel, Mr. Campbell 
has constructed an artificial pond in 
his grounds, about half on acre in ex- 
tent. Into this pond he places fully 
mature trout as they are caught, his 
object being at the proper season to 
strip them and artificially hatch the 
eggs. The pond is supplied with 
water from the river thraugh a board 
flame, about afoot square, open at 
the top. This is about a fourth of a 
mile in length, The water runs 
through the flume at a speed of about

feet, There are screens to retain the 
fish at the entrance of the flume, and 
slso where the overflow of the pond 
makes its escape. About one-third of 
the distance from the pond to the 
river there runs a small stream on the 
ground which passes under the ftume, 
and at right angles with it, and so on 
te the river. The flume is four feet 
above the water in the rivulet at this 
point. Mr. Campbell found that he 
was losing the trout from the pond 
almost-as rapidly, as they were placed 
in it, and for some time could not dis- 
cover the vause. Atlast, by watching, 
he found that the trout for some rea- 
son ‘were dissatisfied with the pond 
and were escaping. 

THEY WOULD JUMP FROM THR POND 
two feet up into the flume, swim 
against its current until they came to 
that part of it under which the small 
stream was passing, when they would 
leap out of the flume and fall into 
this small stream, and so-escape into 
the river. They did not jump out of 
the flame at any other point—only 
into the water flowing beneath the 
flume. Until he procured another 
screen to put on the end of the-flume 
where the water fell into the pend, he 
was compelled several times daily to 
«ateh the trout out of the small stream 
beneath the flume and place them 
back in the pond, I was with him 
when he caught eight trout from this 
place, and put them again in the pond. 
{ examined the ground rersonally, and 
saw that none had jumped out of the 
flume at any other point. ~ 

HAVE TROUT A SIXTH 


that we do not comprehend? How 
did they know when tlrey reached the 
place in the flume beneath which the 
water was flowing, that there was an 
judependent stream of water four feet 
below them? If they bad ever jumped 
out at any other point, I could see an 
explanation. When the milt and 
spawn of the salmon begin to mature, 
as they are feeding abot banks in the 
ocean, miles from the land, and the in- 
stinct of reproduction manifests it- 
self, what is the sense that teaches 
them the course to the Golden Gate, 
and then up the Bay of San Francisco 
to the Sacramento River, and then up 
the Sacramento hundreds of miles to 
Pitt River, then up tle Pitt to the 
McCloud River, and up the McCloud 
to some tributary where they are 
born, and which owt left as fingerting 
parrs three years before? Has ‘it any 
relation to the sense by which the 
trout knew when to jump out of the 
flume? 

ANOTHER CURIOUS ITEM ABOUT TROUT 


and their inability to withstand heavy 
pressure, has been communicated to 
me by Mr. Louis Glass, secretary of 
the Spring Valley Mining and I[rri- 
gating Co., of Cherokee, Butte coun- 
ty, Cal. To quote from his letter: 
“Our ditch from Concow Valley is 
about twelve miles leng, and at its 
lower end we have a pipe, two and a 
half miles in length, laid in the form 
of an inverted syphon, crossing a de- 
pression, where the perpendicular 
pressure in the discharging arm of the 
pipe is 856 feet, something less than 
- 400 pounds pressure to“the square 
inch, and yet trout came through 
quite freely, and we have caught them 
in the ditch leading to the hydraulic 
grants quite frequently.” It would 
seem from this that trouf have similar 
powers to that of deep water fish in 
withstanding’ the pressure due to great 
depth. The publication of these facts 
may call the attention of others to 
similar facts that have fallen withio 
their observation, which in time may 
lead to“an explanation of what now, to 
me at least, is marvelous if not mys-

Although the prices of most articles 
of living have sensibly declined, that 
of beer continues—at least in the 
hotels and saloons—what 1t was be- 
fore 1873.

Recently Mr. Murray 
embarked in the manufacture of buck- 
board wagons, an enterprise in which 
he heped to retrieve bis losses gem 
business. He lost money in the 
Golden Rule newspaper and in his 
stock farm in Cennecticut. For the 
sake of rest or on business, Murray 
went te California about a month ago. 
During his absence his farm was at- 
tached by some of his creditors. Down 
came an avalanche of slander, ridicule 
and abuse upon poor Murray's head. 
How easy it is to kick a man when he 
is down! From the New York Times 
we clip 3- specimen of the prevailing 
style of comment: 

“Mr. Murray started in life asa 
single person, to wit, 4 minister of the 
yospel, and -by degrees -took to him- 
self some other characters much worse 
than the first. His first effort at com- 
bination was the attemptto combine 
the Gospel with fish, and to be at once 
a minister and asportsman. He went 
to the Adirondack region, then the 
most delicious of wildernesses, and 
was so delighted at his success io 
catching fish that he immediately 
wrote a book about it. This alone 
proved that he was a bad sportsman, 
and had failed to learn the lesson of 
~ yeverent silence that nature gives to 
the true sportsman when she discloses 
to him the secret of a lovely trout 
stream or the haunt of deer.” 

The idea that a man cannot be 
both a good minister and a good fish- 
erman is ridiculous. Angling has 
been the favorite recreation of many 
ef the best men of whom history gives 
us any account. But the Times goes 
~on to make it appear that Murray is 
a bad sportsman because he wrote 
-a bookiabout the Adirondacks. That 

is to say, when one finds a good place 
to hunt-and fish, he should be a hog, 
and keep the knowledge to himself. 
-If te write up the Adirondacks was 
nasportsmanlike, then old Isaac Wal- 
ton, “Kit North,” and ‘Frank For- 
ester,” and other distinguished writers 
of our own day have been unsports- 
manlike. It would appear, if the 

Times is right, that to be sportsman- 
like is to be selfish. _ 

* The Times further on refers to 
Murray as a horse-jockey. A certain 
class of people, who have no appretia- 
tion or liking for horses, fail.to dis- 
tinguish between horsemen and horse- 
jockeys. A horseman is one familiar 
with all that relates to horsefiesh, a 
‘jogkey,” one who practises the petty 
tricks of horse trading and mavage- 
ment. Many cultivated gentlemen 
devote much time to the study of 
horses, and find their chief recreation 
in driving. Time spent with horses 
is often more profitably expended than 
when passed in the society of a certain 
kind of deacons: But the complaiot 
against Murray is not so much that he 
ewned horses, but that he knew a 
great deal about them and drove them 
fast. There is some doubt as tu what 
gait is orthojox. Six miles an hour 
may be. Murray who drove 2:40 
horses, is deemed guilty of heterodoxy 
and worldliness because “he speeded 

en the road. Why slow driving should 
‘be a characteristic of piety, itis hard 
to say. But it may be remarked that 
the ministers who drag on the road, 


suit the average Tuscaforan palate,— 
Times-Review.

MARBLE FOUND. 


An Immense Ledge of Marble in the 
Slerra—A Vein 300 Feet in Width, 
and Cropping Out for a Mile. 


J. N. Mullen, of Pyramid Lake, 
and Judge L. T. Heath, of May- 
berry’s, returned last night from a 
prospecting trip into the mountains. 
Some parties in California had em- 
ployed Mullen to hunt for marble, 
and Heath knew where they was an 
immense outcrop of it on the western 
slope of the range. So they joined 
forces and started out together. 
Without much difficulty Heath found 
the ledge, which he says he located 
fourteen years ago. Its averaye width 
is 300 feet, and it can be followed for 
over a mile by beld croppings. The 
ledge is situated in Sierra county, 
California, five or six miles from 
Meadow Lake, near the Nevada 
county line. The deposit is not more 
than 
TWENTY MILES FROM THE RAILROAD, 
There is plenty of water and abun- 
dance of timber in the neighborhood. 
Ample water power can be had within 
a mile and a half from the quarry. 
Specimens of the marble were shown 


@ @azerre reporter, and a sample can 
be seen at this office. The grain of 
the rock seems very fine. In color it 
approaches to white, with a bluish or 
slaty tint. Much of it is said to be 
finely veined. As the specimens were 
very small, and taken from the sur- 
face, they do not make fair samples of 
the quality of the marble. A road to 
the deposit can easily be made to con- 
nect with the railroad. This large 
ledge of marble, from its great extent, 
apparent good quality and accessibil- 
ity, may prove to be of great value,
